WASHINGTON, June 16.—The following dis- 
patch from General Grosvenor, chairman of 
the immigration commission to visit Europe, 
was received this evening by Secretary Foster, 
dated Columbus, O., June 15th. 

Fearing that assaults upon me by certain of the 
press on mistepresentation will impair, if not de- 
Stroy, my usefulness in the immigration commis- 
sion, I respectfully tender my resignation. Ican 
not afford to hold an office to the injury of my 
party. Let my resignation take effect at the 
pleasure of the department. 

The resignation wili be accepted, tomorrow. 
Secretary Foster said that the manly course of 
General Grosvenor was highly appreciated by 
the president and by himself. he secretary 
will give General Grosvenor another position 
of equal rank and responsibility, thus testify- 
ing to his confidence in the general, and his 
appreciation of the high stand he has taken. 


THE LAME, HALT AND BLIND 


Crowding to Pittsburg to Consult Father 
Millinger. 

PiTTsBuRG, Pa., June 16,—For the past 
twenty-four hours the union station has ap- 
peared more like a hospital than a railroad 
depot. All day yesterday and today it was 
filled with a miscellaneous variety of incura- 
bles who had been taking religio-medical 
treatment at Father Millinger’s establish- 
ment, on Troy Hill. A great majority of 
them were sadly disappointed. They came 
here firmly believing that the noted priest 
possessed supernatural healing powers, though 
he has never made such claims himself. For 
the most part, they were hopeless invalids 
whose cases have been given up by other 
physicians. A majority of them were very 
poor people who had spent their last money 
to make the trip to the Troy Hill Good 
Samaritan. The condition of most of these 
returning patients was as- miserable as could 
well be pictured. Some were carried to their 
trains on stretchers, while others came to the 
depot on crutcbes and in wheeled chairs. 

Father Millinger was a very busy man yes- 
terday. About 1,000 of his patients were 
escorted into his presence before their depart- 
ure for his final blessing. He will not com- 
plete the religious feature of his treatment 
until Wednesday. While a great majority of 
the patients have been but little benefited, 
others report what seem like almost miracu- 
lous cures. 


DEATH AT THE PICNIC. 


During a Storm Several Persons Are 
Struck by Lightning. 

Sr. Louis, June 16.—During asevere storm, 
which came up between 1 and 2 o’clock this 
afternoon, some twenty-five picnickers were 
huddled together in an outhouse in Forest 
park, near the police station, for protection 
from the rain. They had scarcely got inside 
the building when it was struck by lightning. 
Nearly all of the occupants of the outhouse 
weregnore or less injured, one being killed 
and three very seriously hurt. The following 
is a list of the casualties: Miss Sadie McAr- 
thur, aged twelve years, dead; Mrs. Lizzie 
Golden, badly injured; Miss Kate Bender, 
burned and otherwise seriously hurt; Miss 
Laura Beauclare, seriously injured. All the 
injured were taken home, and medical assist- 
ance summoned. None of them are fatally

New Yorx, June 16.—The mercury at noon 
here today reached 89 degrees. At 2 p. m. it 
was 97 degrees against 75 degrees for the cor- 
responding period of last year. Many cases of 
heat prostration were reported today in this 
city and Brooklyn. At Boston three ther- 
mometers registered 100. Other points in that 
section of Massachusetts report a very hot day. 
New Bedford chronicles 96 and Worscester 92. 
From northern portions of New England a 
continuance of the warm wave is reported, 
with generally higher temperature. Bidde- 
ford, Me., reports 102; Concord, N. H., 100; 
Augusta, Me., 91; Portland, Me., 98; York 
Beach, 101; Lowell, Mass., 95; Manchester, 
N. H., 98; Danbury, Conn., over 100; Bridge- 
port, Conn., 95; Meriden, Conn., 100.

She attempted to build a fire by pouring oil 
from the can, when a small flame ignited it, 
causing it toexplode. The burning oil was 
thrown all over her, causing her clothing to 
be burned almost entirely up. Her son, John 
Beil, in hisefforts to extinguish the flames, 
was badly burned. Mrs. Bell lingered in 
great agony for ve or six hours, when death 
ended her sufferings. She was about forty-six

Welshmen Show Their Contempt for the 
Heir Apparent. 

Loxpox, June 16.—The popular crusade 
against the prince of Wales shows no signs of 
abating in strength or bitterness. After the 
lecture delivered last night at Carnarvon, 
Waales, by Henry M. Stanley, the band played 
“God Bless the Prince of Wales.” The 
Welshmen, however, no sooner heard the 
first strains of the familiar air than they raised 
astorm of hisses which almost drowned the 
noise of the band. At seven religious meet- 
ings held in various parts of the country yes- 
terday, the prince of Wales was roughly de- 
nounced for the share he took in the baccarat 
scandal. 

At the Methodist conference now being held 
at Leeds, the visit to Tranby Croft was classed 
as a ‘‘gambler’s orgie.”

Gazette, the writer asks why a captain in the 
Household regiment, who is wanted by the 
prince in connection with the Cleveland street 
scandal, and who is now residing in Tunis, 
should have been allowed to resign, when Sir 
William Gordon Cumming was disnrissed from 
the army for his share in the Tranby Croft 
scandal. 
As evidence of the attitude of the press and 
public on the question of royal prerogatives, 
the letter which‘is published in today's issue 
of the Standard, which is a sturdy conserva- 
tive organ, may be .

Lowpon, June 16.—hree hundred laun- 
dresses of North London held a meeting today 
attended with the usual incidents of speech- 
making, resolutions, wrangling, etc., and start- 
ed a strike for eight hours daily labor and 42 
pence per diem. These demands are consid- 
ered excessivé by the employers of laundresses 
and have been refused. The strikers followed 
the usual method of intimidating ‘‘blacklegs,’”’ 
smashing windows where such were employed, 
invaded establishments, dragged women 
from work, upset or emptied washtubs, over- 
turned ironing tables, kicked over clothes 
horses, and played havoc generally. 

The police were utterly powerless to prevent 
a demonstration. The striking laundresses 
evidently had the entire sympathy of crowds, 
who watched the wrecking of the laundries 
and encouraged the ladies by cheering them 
and otherwise expressing their app on, 
and hooted and jeered as the blacklegs“ were 
hustied unceremoniously into the streets of 
North London.

WILL BE HEADQUARTERS. — 


But He Doesn't Say How Long—The Mag- 
nates Are Coming This Way—Other 
R Matters. 


Savawnan, Ga., June 16.— [Special. The 
Richmond and Danville's officers remained in 
Savannah today. They did intend to leave 
this morning, but as General Manager Green 
pleasantly expressed it, ‘‘we liked what we 
saw of Savannah so well that we had to stay 
over and see the rest of it.” 

He and Captain James L. Taylor, Colonel 
Andrews, Mr. Sol Haas and Mr. McBee visited 
the board of trade and the cotton exchange 
this morning, and met a great many of the 
city’s leading business men. Captain Purse re- 
ceived the visitors, who were also accompanied 
by Mr. W. J. Craig, of the Augusta and Port 
Royal road, at the board of trade; and Colonel 
Warren, president of the cotton exchange, re- 
ceived the gentlemen there. Captain Taylor 
and Mr. Haas had a large acquaintance here, 
and they made many new acquaintances. 

General Manager Green repeated the 
assurances already given that the headquarters 
is to remain here. < 

„The Richmond and Danville has absorbed 
many lines,“ said he. And it is a fact that 
good men have always been retained when 
they would stay. Weasked Mr. Gabbett and 
Major Shellman to stay with us, but they de. 
clined.” He added: ‘‘Business will go on 
just the same as in th past.“ 

Much interest has been taken in Captain W. 
W. Starr’s department. 

„Captain Starr continues in his position,” 
said Mr. Green today. As for managing a 
big system, the labor is no greater than in 
managing a small one. The day will come in 
a few years when one man will manage 50,000 
miles of railroad, and he will do just as well 
as 5,000 miles are managed now. It all de- 
pends upon organization and discipline. In 
twenty-four hours the gauge of all 
the railroads in the south was changed. 
On the Richmond and Danville not 
a train was delayed for a single minute.“ 

Captain Green was greatly impressed by the 
Central’s wharf property and terminal facili- 
ties. They are the finest in the country he de- 
clared. 

The visiting officials go out tomorrow on a 
tour of inspection. 

Discussed in Atlanta. 

The appointment of Colonel McBee as gen- 
eral superintendent of the Central division of 
the Richmond and Danville system, has cre- 
ated a great deal of talk in railroad circles. 
The announcement comes from Savannah that 
Master of Transportation Starr will remain in 
his present position. A great many people. 
seem to think that the Richmondand Danville 
people have made a big mistake in putting a 
new man over the head of Mr. Starr, whois 
not only one of the best and most. thoroughly 
equipped railroad men in the state, but is one 
of the most popular. People in Atlanta seem 
to think that ifthe Richmond and Danville 
road were going out of the state for a succes- 
sor to Colonel Gabbett, they would have 
pleased the public much better by selecting a 
man like Edmund Berkeley, whois known to 
the people of the state. 

The general sentiment outside of railroad 
circles seems to be that the new management 
will make a big mistake if they inaugurate a 
wholesale discharge of Central employess The 
men who are known in Georgia and who know 
the people, should, it is generally agreed, be 
retained, andif it were left to the outside 
world, it is safe to say there would be no more 
changes on the Central. 

President Thomas Here. 

Colonel John W. Thomas, president of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis, is in 
the city. Colonel Thomas is somewhat reti- 
cent as to the object of his visit, but he came, 
it is understood, for the purpose of conferring 
with Governor Northen, an 
General Anderson concerning ,matters per- 
taining to the State road. 

It is understood that he came to find out 
whether the governor had reached any decis- 
ion as tothe finding of the Western and At- 
lantic commission. 
approved nor disapproved that finding as yet. 
If he disapproves it the matter will then go to 
the supreme court, and as the supreme court 
has adjourned, it will naturally go over until 
the summer session of the legislature. If he 
approves it, that settles the matter. 

The matter has been very generally dis- 
cussed by railroad people, and every else 
in fact, and it is generally believed that the 
governor will approve the commission’s finding. 
That, however, is not settled yet; and proba- 
bly nobody but the governog knows exactly 
what he will do. ey 

It is highly probable in any conference 
which will be held, that the depot contro- 
versy will be touched upon. ee 

General Superintendent McBee. : 

Captain V. E. McBee, the new general su- 
perintendent of the Central, is still ‘compara- 
tively a young man, being only about forty- 
two years of age. 

As a railroader he is thoroughly equipped for 
every department. His career in railroad ser 
vice has been confined to the Richmond and 
Danville and associated lines, and while his 
advancement has been rapid, it has been well 
merited, asis shown bya brilliant record in 
every offige which he has occupied. 

He started asa rodman on an engineering 
corps. He was next placed in charge of a 
freight train as conductor, and from conducto# 
he was promoted to the position of general 
agent at Charlotte, N.C. When he left the 
Charlotte office it was to take charge of thé 
Western North Carolina railroad. This road 
was said at that time to have been simply twe 
streaks of rust. In his work and management 
of this road, which he soon brought up to 4 
proper standard, Captain McBee showed his 
efficiency as a railroad man. 

In addition to his duties as superintendent 
of the Western North Carolina he was made 
general manager of the Charlotte, Columbia and 
Augusta railroad, both of which positions he 
was holding at the time of his recent promo- 
tion.

MOUS COLLEGE. ° 


An Interesting e eee that Were 
Made and Other 
Exercises. 


Macon, Ga., June 16.—[ Special. The exer- 
cises this morning at Wesleyan Female college 
were brilliant and exceedingly interesting. 

Miss Dollie Rogers, a member of the grad- 
uating class, read an address of welcome to the 
Alumnezan Association, which was exceedingly 
beautiful and full of solid thought. Miss 
Rogers is a daughter of Mr. William R. 
Rogers, of Macon, secretary of the board of 
trustees. 

Miss Rogers reviewed briefly the growth of 
the institution from its organization, thirty- 
two yearsago. Shereferred to some of the 
noble and distinguished women sent from its 
hall of learning. She spoke of the broadening 
outlook of woman year by year, and the con- 
stantly increasing respect with which her 
work in all departments is being recognized. 
Miss Rogers concluded with an advocacy of an 
industrial school in connection with the col- 
lege and the endowal of a professorship. 

THE LITERARY ADDRESS. 

The annual literary address was delivered 
by Rev. E. E. Hoss, D. D., editor Nashville 
Christian Advocate. He spoke with much 
power and eloquence. 

His speech was mainly on the character of 
man and the various forces which act upon it. 
His leading point was that it is not sufficient 
to divide man into two classes only, the good 
and the bad or the sheep and the goats, as the 


preachers usually do; but men pass through. 


all stages of goodness and vice from the height 
of godliness to the lowest depth of vice and 
depravity. The principal influence forever at 
work on the life and disposition of man may be 
divided into three classes Heredity,“ En- 
vironments” and Man's Individual Will.“ 
Those be carefully dwelt upon. 
COLONEL SEALS’S ORATION. 

The triennial address to the alumnm of the 
college was delivered by Colonel John H. 
Seals, of Atlanta, the able and popular editor 
of The Sunny South. His address abounded 
in glowing periods, beautiful imagery, wit and 
humor. Colonel Seals was given a perfect 
ovation. He was frequently interrupted during 
the delivery of his speech by enthusiastic ap- 
plause. His address is pronounced one of th 
best, most finished and interesting every de- 
livered at Wesleyan.

The Fur Flies Fast and Furious—A 
Whole Family Jailed. 


ALPHARETTA, Ga., June 16.—[ Special. A 
full account of a sensation Sunday morning on 
the premises of Mr. James A. Tribble, one and 
afhalf miles south of this place, has been ob- 
tained. It appears that Mr. Tribble, Tom 
Rainey, James Rainey, Lang Cottrell, James 
Massey and D. B. Morris werein Mr. Tribble’s 
orchard gathering peaches, when Mrs. George 
Langston, who is a tenant of Mr. Tribble, and 
who lives near by, came into the orchard. 
She was accompanied by five children, the 
eldest being about grown and the youngest a 
small fellow. Mrs. Langston has the reputa- 
tion of being a virago, and from all reports 
is entitled to the appellation. 

There has been bad feeling between the 
Langston family and Jim Rainey for some 
time, and the Langstons had been in the 
orchard but a short time before Mrs. Langston 


began to quarrel at Jim Rainey and threw a. 


rock at him. This was a signal of war, and all 
the Langston children drew knives and began 
throwing rocks at Rainey, who dodged the 
missiles the best he could, not caring to fight 
women and children. Mr. George Langston, 
the husband of the woman and the father of 
the children, saw what was going on and ran 
into the orchard as fast as his legs would carry 
him; and ran up to Rainey, when Rainey 
knocked him down and covered him, and as 
he did so the whole brood—old woman, children 
and the dog— covered Rainey.

How glorious would be our condition 
bors seek of them precept and 
example were so honest and brave as to speak no 
word from fear, no sentence from the hope of 
personal gain, no opinion except what was thought 
to be the best for society. 

What shall they speak? What the subject and 
occasion needs. They should be despised who, 
when sought for information, furnish only guesses ; 
who, when asked for opinions, furnish only 
notions. Any penny-a-liner may so write; any 
street babbler may so chatter. 

That one may speak truly he should accustom 
himself to think of things in their true relations, 
and callthem by their right names. These are 
never changed by the sizes of the transactions, 
nor the position of those who are employed in 
their doing. He who cheats in the sale of a yard 
ot ribbon. is like him who cheats in the transfer 
ofarailroad. Both are swindlers. There is no 
difference between ignorant bullies, who defy the 
police, and the “best citizens” who take the law 
into their own hands. Both crowds are mobs. 
Call not him who steals a stealsa dollar over the 
counter, and him who behind the counter, by false 
figures and abused confidence, appropriates mill- 
ions, by different means. They both are thieves. 
Let me warn you, young men, not to think of nor 
call that which is denounced not only by the 
church, but by the constitntion of your state “the 
code of honor.“ 

This lesson is well understood in high circles, in 
politics and in religion. Washington, in that

Speaking from honest purposes, and after an 
acquired habit of honest thought, the next — 
in importance perhaps is that their opinions shal 
be their own. This does not imply that others 
may not be consulted. He is an tinsafe adviser 
who fails to seek all known sources of aid when 
opinions depend on facts. But if the question 
propounded be one of moral duty and the circum- 
stances are plain, it should then be immaterial 
what others would do with like surroundings. 

We hear much talk about Rehoboam taking 
advice of the young men instead of the old men. 
Generally it is safe to consult those of experience. 
But not all gray hairs are honorable; it depends 
upon what heads they grow. The young princes 
who advised him to make the burdens of the peo- 

le heavier were bad men doubtiess; and it may 

that the old men who advised him to be their 
servant that day that his subjects might be 
servants forever after, were not time-serv- 
ing politicians. We know not. But he knew 
that, to pamper his pride and vanity, to feed his 
corrupted tastes and sensual desires, Solomon had 
put grievous burdens on the shoulders of the peo- 
ple; and when called upon to lighten those bur- 
dens, Rehoboam, a king, had a kingly opportunity 
to right a wrong, and ought to have done it-on the 
spot, without asking any time or any advice. 

Graduates of colleges and universities should 
not make the mistake that they form a class, or 
that their powers and culture are needed only in 
certain walks of life. On the farms and in mer- 
chandise, as much as in the learned professions, 
in every department of human toil and effort, 
their abilities will tell for good to their country. 

Nor should they shun the drudgery of every- 
day public duty. For instance, he who will not 
do his share in the administration of justice, be- 
cause he regards jury service irksome or ignoble, 
helps to bring the laws into disrepute and possi- 
ble — aes ay 

Nor should they shirk their proper share in po- 
litical affairs. That they will find there much 
that is low and degrading, much that is even filthy 
and loathsome, only the more demands their pres- 
ence, that by the river of their influence they ma 
cleanse the Augean stables. Let them not shrin 
back forfear of taking contamination to their 
homes. If themselves pure, they are in no dan- 
ger. “What though the waters of the sullen fen 
seem to pollute the snow of the swan. They fall 
off from her expanded wings, and, pure as a 
spirit, she soars away and descends into her own 
silver lake, stainless as the water lilies floating 
around her breast.” 

Whether he wills it or not, every educated man 
will be in some sort a leader of public opinion, in 
business affairs, in church and state. He will, 
perhaps insensibly to himself, either degrade or 
elevate those about him. As the plane of intelli- 
gence is continually rising, he who would lead up- 
ward must keep abreast of the times, know sume- 
thing of history, past and current, study men in 
their relations to society and government, know 
something of the habits of life and thoughts of 
not only his own countrymen, but of nations afar 
off: in a word, have that broadness and clearness 
which comes from extensive observation and cor- 
rect information. 

Let him prefer his own family, hig own home, 
city, state or government, but without contempt 
or hatred for any other. Jonah was called to goa 
long distance to preach toa foreign nation, the 
enemy of his country, because he was fitted for 
the work. The effect of his labors in Nineveh, 
when he bent his en es to the task, showed how 
great a man he was. No wonder that at first it 
took a “whale” to swallow him. But 
when he got into a 8 and whined because

struyed, was saved, he became so comtemptibly 
little that he would not have made a mouthful for 
the worm which had gnawed down his vine. 
It is a grand thing to havethe courage of one’s 
convictions.

The Southern Democracy. 

A Topeka, Kan., special printed yester- 
day in our news columns, contained some 
significant statements. It seems that twen- 
ty-five suballiances in Kansas have already 
repudiated the third-party movement. Of 
these, fifteen have reported to the state 
alliance and ten to tbe repubii- 
can central committee. The Cloud County 
Alliance passed a resolution to the effect 
that as the south was not represented at 
Cincinnati, and as the third party seems to 
be a movement to disrupt the republican 
party for the benefit of the democratic 
party, the alliancemen of Cloud county will 
abandon the new party and return to their 
past affiliation. 

The lesson taught by the action of these 
Kansas alliancemen will not pass unheeded 
in the south. Wecan easily see why the 
third party should be popular in some por- 
tions of the northwest. Republican farm- 
ers, hopeless of obtaining relief in their old 
party, and vigorously opposed to the democ- 
racy, have no alternative but to go into the 
third party. 

In the south the conditions are different. 
Our alliancemen are all democrats. They 
know that the preservation of white civiliza- 
tion in the south demands their solid adher- 
ence to the democracy. They know that 
the party of Jefferson and Jackson is the 
party of the masses against the privileged 
classes, They know that every essential 
and substantial principle of the alliance is 
interwoven in the democratic fabric. They 
know that the democracy is fighting billion- 
dollar congresses, 60 per cent tariffs, the 
demonetization of silver, national banks, 
contraction of the currency, monopolies 
and sectional legislation. 

With the democratic party arrayed 
against all these evils, and working for low 
xation, free silver and economy in the pub- | 
lic service, what more. could be desired? 
Southern democrats are nearly all alliance- 
men, and southern alliancemen are nearly 
all democrats.

Changes in the Central.

The good people in one of the churches of 
Topeka, Kan., are not as proud of their 
Sunday school library as they were a few

The library is composed of the class of 
semi-religious books generally seen in such 
collections, good books, indifferent books, 
and milk-and-water books. The other day 
one of the church members took a volume 
entitled ‘‘Forward’’ from the library, and 
carelessly glanced over its pages. Findinga 
chapter on the prince of Wales, he read on

They 
jump tothe conclusion that a book is all 
right because it comes from a reputable 
publishing house or is endorsed by the re- 
viewers. This won’tdo. Parents and oth- 
ers who are responsible, for the literature 
provided for children should see to it that 
nothing poisonous slips in. No greater 
harm could be done a bey than to hold up 
before hima royal libertine and gambler as 
a model for his imitation. It may be that 
the Topeka library is not the only one that 
needs weeding out. It would be a good 
thing to have a general overhauling of Sun- 
day school and juvenile books. There is too 
much trash in circulation. 


A Point for President Polk. 

The Memphis Commercial pitches ‘into 
President Polk, of the National Alliance, 
and ridicules his proposed methods of finan- 
cial reform. 

If The Commercial had stopped right 
there it would have avoided at least one 
blunder. Our contemporary went on to say 
that President Polk cared little for the les- 
sons of confederate history, on which any of 
the old women of North Carolina could en- 
lighten him, especially in the matter of fiat 
money compared with gold. 

Now, this appeal to the old women of 
North Carolina was a bad break on the part 
of The Commercial. These old women 
and their husbands will no doubt testify 
that such paper momey asthe confederacy 
issued depreciated rapidly because it had 
practically nothing back of it—nothing but 
a government in its infancy with no power 
to make its paper a legal tender. But they 
will also quote Mr. Calhoun who said that 
under the first confederation North Carolina 
issued $500,900 of state notes which were 
made a legal tender and were received for all 


‘debts due the states, and were always 


equal to coin. 
So it will be seen that we had some very 


‘good fiat’ money in our early history, to say 


nothing of the federal government’s first 
issue of $60,000,000 during the war. 

While President Polk is advocating paper 
money, his own state of North Carolina 
presents a valuable financial lesson on his 
sideof the question, and now that the 
Memphis paper has brought the matter up 
we trust that he will make the most of it. 


The Business Situation. : 
With the apparent stoppage of gold ex- 
ports we hear rumors of the biggest wheat 
crop known in many years. ;

The Scotch-lrish Society. 

We congratulate the Atlanta Scotch-Irish 

Society on the movement which has resulted 
in the formation of a state organization. 
The objects are such as all good citizens 
may applaud, for they are of a character to 
promote the broadest patriotism. The con- 
stitutions of all these societies declare that 
they are organized for purposes social and 
historical, and shall be non-sectarian and 
non-political. In the organization of the 
Scotch-Irish Society of America, one of the 
points most insisted upon, and that which 
provoked the most enthusiastic applause, 
was that the kinship of these people, ex- 
tended through every part of the land, 
should be a potent social influence in draw- 
ing together and cementing the bonds of 
patriotism between the people of every part 
of the country. ‘ 
The term ‘‘Scotch-Irish’’ has been used to 
describe a great many people, some of whom 
might not come under its original meaning, 
but use, which is the law of language, and 
must prevail in this, asin other instances, 
has constantly tended to broaden the signifi- 
cance of the expression. Strictly speaking, 
the term Scotch-Irish, as the term was orig- 
inally employed, meant those Scotchmen 
who colonized Ulster after it had been de- 
populated by the oppression of the English 
sovereigns, 

There are many things in the history of 
Ireland to which enlightened men, whether 
Catholics or Protestants, must look back with 
bitter regret; but it should be said, in justice 
to both, that the sectarian feeling which so 
long made life a burden on the unhappy 
island, was chargeable far less to the people 
themselves than to the alternate persecution 
of Catholic and Protestant by the kings and 
queens of England, who stirred up sectarian 
feeling that they might use it for political 

urposes. Of all the high crimes and mis- 
demeanors of which English sovereigns have 
been guilty, none is more odious than their 
criminal administration of affairs in Ireland. 

It is not the wish of any enlightened 
Scotch-Irishman that the old feeling be- 
tween Catholic and Protestant should be re- 
vived. Such things are repugnant to the 
feeling of all patriotic and Christian people, 
whatever their kinship or denomination. 
Since religious liberty was established 
among the English-speaking people, the old 
sectarian spirit has given place to a more 
enlightened piety and a broader patriotism. 

If the Scotch-Irish societies had done 
nothing else, they would deserve the thanks 
of all English-speaking people for calling 
closer attention to the bond of kinship be- 
tween the three great branches of this world- 
wide race. 
English are all built upon the old Celtic 
foundation. The whole original population of 
the British isles was composed of the Gaelic 
and the Cymric Celts, and they were so 
closely related in the early centuries of the 
Christian era that some authorities think 
they were one people at the time when they 
came to the British isles. Differentiation 
has been chiefly due to intermarriage with 
the successive invading races, Jutes, Angles, 
Norsemen and Danes. The Irish are today 
nearest the unmixed Celtic blood, and in 
them the ancient characteristics of the race 
are more marked than in either the Scoteh 
or the English. The Scotch occupy a middle 
ground between the English and the Irish, 
being rich in the blood of both, and in the 
natural order, of things they should became 
the peacemakers between England and 
Ireland. The tendency of the study of 
anthropology is to abate racial arrogarice, 
and to show that those people who keep 
aloof from all others are apt to fall out of 
the advancing lines of progress. The blend- 
ing of races is the most marvelous thing on 
the earth, and leads up to a sublime inter- 
pretation of Pope’s great ‘dictum, The 
proper study of mankind is man.“ .

At 7:30 o'clock the mess bugle sounded, each 
company forming and marching to the mess 
hall, where their appetites were tickled by the 
first camp breakfast. Then the straightening 
up was resumed. Fully an hour before 12 
o’clock, the time set for opening the encamp- 
ment officially, the boys were ready for orders, 
with faces shaved, boots shined and uniforms 
brushed until they looked as though they had 
just hopped out of so many bandboxes. 

During the interval between the perfection 
of preparation and the time forthe formation of 
the regiment for the ceremony of opening the 
camp, many of the companies devoted them- 
Selves to evolution upon the field in the 
manual, while some of the officers amused 
themselves by testing the military qualities of 
the drove of horses that had been sent to camp 
for their use. This was quite an interesting 
performance. As some of the horses had never 
heard band music, or been brought into such 
close proxinity to moving columns of uniformed 
men, naturally they did not take easily to the 
new order of things. 

Opening the Camp. 

Precisely at 12 o’clock the bugles sounded 
for the formation of the line. Almost in- 
stantly a dozen detachments were set in mo- 
tion and in less than fifteen minutes the 
formation was effected, and the troops turned 
over to Colonel Mercer by Adjutant Satterlee. 
Then the encampment was declared formally 
inaugurated by hoisting the flag at a given 
command from the colonel commanding. The 
opening was witnessed by a large crowd of 
civilians, who began coming in on the early 
trains yesterday and today, to be present dur- 
ing the encampment. Many spectators were 
ladies, who seem to enjoy the presence of the 
military immensely. 

The parade ground is a beautiful grassy 
field, located due east of the grove in which 
the tents are pitched, and is upon a crest of 
elevated plateau, commanding a view of the 
country for miles around. Pordering upon the 
parade ground are the field and staff officers’ 
tents. Midway between this row, the flagstaff 
is planted. 

The First regiment, commanded by Lieuten- 
ant Colonel Peter Riley, formed in an open 
space between the main camp and the officers’ 
quarters, at the border of the parade ground. 
First the Irish Jasper Greens, under Captain 
Flannery, and Lieutenants McGrath and 
Gleason, moved up, taking a position on the 
right of the battalion. 

Then a moment later came the Savannah 
Cadets, with Captain Brooks and Lieutenants 
Mill and Lovell, closing up on the left of the 
Greens. 

The Cadets had hardly gotten dressed up be- 
fore the Oglethorpe Light Infantry, under 
Lieutenants McHarris and Hyley, fell into 

Position. 

The next company was the German Volun- 
teers, with Lieutenants Kolshorn and Helm- 
kin at their head, on the left of the line. 

The Republican Blues, commanded by 
Captain Dixon and Lieutenants Gandry and 
Grigor, took their position and the formation 
of the First Georgia regiment was completed.

Colonel Riley threw his battalion into form 
and brought it around into line, facing the 
camp. Colonel Wight also broke his line and 
then brought it up to a position on the left of 
Colonel Riley’s regiment. This threw 400 
men into one line. It was so long that com- 
mands given from the center could not begin 
to be heard at both ends. 

Adjutant General Satterlee then took 
charge, turning the troops over to 
Colonel Mercer, who occupied a posi- 
tion a few yards in front of the flag pole, with 
Quartermaster General West, his staff and 
Captain Fields inspector, in his rear. 

After a few preliminary commands Colonel 
Mercer’s order, assuming command and for- 
mally opening the camp, was read by Ad- 
jutant Satterlee. was as follows:

8. As the use of intoxicating beverages in camp 
would be entirely inconsistent with the enforce- 
ment of due military discipline, the introduction 
and use of such liquors in the camp is strictly

9. It must be remembered that courtesy among 
military men is indispensable to 3 ne.

The prospects of the 
volunteer forces of Georgia will depend 
largely upon their conduct during the present 
encampment, upon the spirit of subordination and 
obedience they display, and their capacity for the 
reception of military instruction. The colonel, 
therefore, confidently invdkes from every officer 
and man the voluntary and ready exhibition of 
those attributes and graces of the true soldier 
which wilt go further toward the accomplishment 
of the high purpose of all than the most coercive 
military constraint.

Adjutant Satterlee also read general order 
No. 2, appointing the following surgeons on 
the staff of the medical directory: Lieuten- 
ant W. W. Owens, Lieutenant W. W. Bacon, 
of the Seventh Georgia battalion; Lieuten- 
gut J. A. - Walton, of. the Dublin 
Light Infantry; Lieutenant W. C. Kendrick, 
of the Dawson Guards; Lieutenant J. G.

Immediately upon receiving the troops, 
however, and before the publication of these 
orders Colonel Mercer brought them to carry 
arms.” At a signal the band began playing 
the Star Spangled Banner.“ Colonel Mercer 
turned and gave a command to the guard and 
the big flag began ascending. The troops came 
to present arms.“ When it reached the top 
and spread out in the breeze the band played 
„Dixie.“ 

And so Camp Chickamauga was formally 
opened. 

Adjutant General Satterlee then dismissed 
the parade, and the boys, after ‘‘stacking 
arms' in front of their tents, were marched 
to their messrooms for dinner, 

At2v’clock the interesting ceremony of 
guard mounting was gone through with, and 
at sundown the first dréss parade was held, 
which closed the first day of the encampment. 

Description of the Camp. 

The campground is one of the most beautiful 
spots that could be found in Georgia, with 
such natural advantages for the purpose as 
could hardly be equaled anywhere else 
in the state—elevated, shady and per- 
fectly drained by the natural lay of 
the land. Close by is a spring of de- 
licious water, which is piped in abundance to 
convenient points in the grounds and into the 
messrooins and kitchens. Fifteen rows of 
tents, with wide avenues between, accommo- 
date the men, while a little off to the east, 
commanding afull view of their companies, 
are the quarters of the field and company offi- 
cers. Then to the south are the encampment 
headquarters, the teuts of the general ofticers, 
the colonel commanding, adjutant general, 
quartermaster general, assistant adjutant gen- 
eral, instructor and inspector, and staff offi- 
cers. At the west end of each row of tents, 
well and comfortably constructed, are fifteen 
large messrooms, twenty-four by forty 
feet, with, tables and equipments to 
accommodate forty men, the officers’ tables 
being separate from those of the privates. 
Then in the rear of every messroom is a nice 
kitchen, with a commissary, provided with 
stoves, capable of cooking for fifty men, and 
other utensils in proportion.

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AN EDITOR MAKES 4 SPEECH | 


AGAINST THE ALLIANCE, 
wigan e 5 ‘ * 
And His Brother Editors Promptly Re- 
fused to Receive or Consider 
His Paper. 


Mr. W. Trox Bankston, of The Ringgold 
New South, created a sensation at the meeting 
of the Georgia Press Association yesterday by 
a savage attack on the Farmers’ Alliance. 

Several efforts were made to stop him but 
he went through with what he had to say. 


It was evident from the first that Mr. Bank- 


ston had no supporters in the association. As 
he read his speech he was interrupted time 
and again by such, remarks as: How long 
will this last?” „Aren't you nearly through?“ 
And when he did finish the association quietly 
sat upon him and his speech. 

Mr. Bankston thought thé outlook for the 
democrats was dismal unless a halt was called. 
The press was slesping over a volcano that 
was liable to “explode” at any moment. ‘He 
declared that the association had been bridled, 
and that the jaded steed was being spurred on 
to destruction. 

We pause not! 
he asked. 

He thought the Farmers’ Alliance was the 
dangerous rock which ‘‘threatened death to 
the democratic steamer.” 

“Shall we allow the pilots of Larry and 
Harry and the masses of the alliance—Living- 
ston—to continue at the helm?“ he asked. 

Speaking of what the democratic party had 
done, Mr. Bankston said: 

„It has been, he said, to our dear south- 
land what the white-winged seraphs are to the 
great white throne. Sweeter than the violets’ 
breath has been its swa}; and for what are we 
about to sacrifice the mother at whose breast 
we have sipped the contentment and satisfac- 
tion that is more precious than rubies, and 
more dazzling than diamonds?’’ 

After a criticism of the action of the alliance 
in the senatorial racé, and a reference to its 
political tendencies, Mr. Bankston said: 

“The point and place in the Georgia Press 
Association has never been reached where we 
can no longer claim to be democrats and ten- 
der the use of our columns to the octopus who 
rests his head at the threshold of heaven and 
proposes to coil his slimy body around democ- 
racy and crush it out of existence. | 

“Tf it is fear of the loss of a few dollars that 
causes our daily and weekly papers to support 
or sanction a party of this nature, then, breth- 
ren, the liberty of the press is a farce, and its 
solidity builded upon a quicksand that should 
swallow up our organization, and our grave 
should remain unmarked and unrespected. 
This little talk may drive the clinching nail 
in my political coftin, gentlemen, but I would 
rather sacrifice the political honors that now 
appear sobright in my state senatorial dis- 
trict a thousand times over, than pledge my- 
self to become an allianceman and a foe to 
southern democracy. In other words, I had 
rather be right than be president, and give up 
the democracy that has fostered me from 
childhood and that was in- 
stilled in me when I first opened my cyes and 
looked upon this busy world. You may argue, 
for the sake of easing your conscience, that 
you can’t afford it, but I will show you that 
the boycott of the alliance does not mean fail- 
ure. The Ringgold New South was boycotted 
by the president of the Catoosa County Alli- 
ance, and I only lost three subscribers, as 
my subscription books will plainly show. We 
have advocated the interest of the farmers, 
but Idrew the line at endorsing the alliance 
from a political standpoint. For illustration: 
Hon. L. F. Livingston was advertised, at the 
usual rates, to deliver an address to the alli- 
ancemen of our senatorial district at Ringgold, 
For weeks before his 
arrival the fact was heraided to the people of 
that district through all the press that reaches 
them. Do you suppose the large courtnouse 
in our town was crowded on this occasion? If 
you do, you are wrong. It was anideal day, 
the weather was perfect, but only 
eighty-seven people, men, women and 
children, white and black; alliance- 
rn and non-alliancemen were present to hear 

im. 
“The Ringgold New South, which had been 
boycotted by the alliance, carried Catoosa and 
Dade counties for Glenn for the senate, for 
Felton for congress, and could have probably 
defeated the alliance candidates for representa- 
tive in each of these counties, if capable and 
popular opponents had been out against them. 

„Gentlemen, if you give the people a news- 
paper—a newspaper in every sense of the 
word—the people will rally to your support, 
and that liberally. ä 

„With this, illustration, gentlemen of the. 
Georgia Press Association, I leave the question 
with you.

The Speech Not Endorsed. 

Mr. Bankston’s speech was in manuscript. 

Colonel Tyler Peeples moved to lay the 
matter on the table. He was opposed to mak- 
ing the association a political affair and said 
the effort to make it take sucha turn should 
be stopped without ceremony. 

Mr. Cabaniss moved as a substitute that the 
association refuse to receive or consider Mr. 
Bankston’s paper. 

This was unanimously agreed to and there 
the matter ended. 

Mr. Bankston is one of the youngest editors 
in the state.
